Indeed I fear them not at all, I am con- 
tent with all their Railery, aud thank 
GOD for nothing in this Affair mage, than 
that they can do norbing but r and as 
for me, if preſſing to Peace, if ſhewing the 
Advantages of che Uoion, if examining the 
Follies and Witkedoeſs of its Oppolers, if 
reminding wth Nations of cheic reciprocal 
Duty upon this great Conjunction, if point> 
ing dut che Enemies of chis Peace, a1d 
warning 
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warning all People to beware of them; #f 
this be to be vile, I ſhall be yet more vile; 
rail on, Gentlemen, the Dirt, you throw

I need not inform the Reader, that the 
People thus deftroy d were not only known 
and profcſs'd Enemies to the Government, 
but had been actually in Arms agaiaft the 
Kiaꝑʒ and tho' ſeveral Excuſes and Pretences 
were made about coming ia and laying down 
Arms, had really notdone it And 
that ſo, if no otherwiſe, the Ex=cution was 
literally, and according to the Lass of War, 
juſt, and what has been praRtis'd on all Oc- 
caſien. 

I need not tell you, that when bis Majeſty 
was frequently told, that theſe People were 
known and notorious Thicves, and de- 
ſerv'd to be entirety rooted out, for the Safe-

and Quiet of the 7, tho there bad 
Ven wh War, and that they were alſo in 
open Redetlion, and the Government « 011d 
never be at Eaſe, till they were made Ex- 
amptes of yet His Majeſty could never be 
prevaiłkd with to give Way to any military 
Execution, till by a Proclamation of Pardon, 
Time was given them to come in, which all 
the ſeveral Clans of Monſters, that had 
Rood out agaioft the Peace of the Govern: 
ment at that time did, but theſe did not; 
ſending Letters of Excuſes and frivolous 
Delays, craving Time, and promifing to 
come in. 

Theſe things by the Rules of War in all 
Ages would go far to juttifie, even the worſt 
Part of the Manner of the Execution that 
folow'd, ſince the Orhcers, who had theit 
Orders, eren in the Nature of the thing, 
had no more to do, after the Time of Mer- 
cy given by a Gracious Proclamation was 
expir'd, than to follow the Letter of the 
Law in all the Surprizes and Slaughters of a 
military Execution. 

But afterall, this does not relate to the 
King at all, whoſe Orders were cxprelly 
prov'd to be togive them Time to come in, 
before any Execution was made, which 
Time they lapſed and let paſs, and no Prince, 
but one ſo merciful as the King, would have 
given them that, 

If the Execution of theſe Orders were 
mix'd by the Actors, with either Cruelty, 
Stratagem, Pretence$ of Peace, private Re- 
venge, or any of the Excefi:s at War; the 
King is not at all concern'd ine; tho I have 
the Honour to know, his Majeſty was very 
much concern'd a iu: Cruelty was not his 
Temper, nor Blood at all his Inclination ; 
His Majufiy gave infinite Teſtimonies of the 
contrary in the Extreme, and infinite 
Proofs of the Clemency of his Nature re- 
main among us, ſome of which are the very 
Wretches that ingratefully reproach him. 

In the very Command he gave, wherein 
was expreſs'd, not to execute Juftice on 
them, till Mercy had been offer d, he de- 
ter mines this thing, and is no more con- 
cern'd ia the reſt, than David was in the 

2ath of A. ſalon. 

But why did he not puniſh, Cc. This is 
the laſt Queftion, and this they think will 
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reach the King z in which they will be m. 
taken too. 

Why did not David puniſh Food for his 
bloody killing the young Rebel againſt his 
expteſs Command, or much rather for his 
barbarous A ſſaſſinat ion of Abner, under the 
Treachery of a pretended Salate? — Why, 
but becauſe thoſe Sons of Zerviab were too 
bard ſor him This good King had 
too many of this Family of Zerviab always 
about bim, to work upon the Clemency of 
his Diſpoſition, to ſpare thoſe that equally 
deſerv'd his Juſtice; and this, bad there been 
nothing elle, might have excus'd him. 

But that is not the Caſe here at all; for, 
laſtly, what do you mean, Gentlemen, by 
the King paniſbing them ? Know you not, 
that the Kings of this Country puniſn no 
Body ? tis the Law condemns, and the Law 
puniſhes, the King only executes or admi- 
niſters: Now, who are the Perſons, that ha- 
viog beca condemn'd by the Law for this 
Fatt, were ſcreen'd from juſtice by the 
King? Who has his Maj: ſty pardon'd for the 
Murther, or what Neli Projequi has been 
granted for them ? 17 they were guilty ot 
the Blood aud Maſſacre you talk of, why 
hive not you that complain, proſecuted, in- 
diteJ, and brought chem to Juſtice? Any 
Man may purſue a Murtherer even to the 
Gallows, 4ichout asking leave of the King; 
and if this was not done, you can have no- 
thing to lay to the King. 

Befides all this, I muſt tell you, I bare 
been told, that the Guilt of thoſe, who had 
any Deſigu in this Maſſacce, as it lay chiefly 
where it is not ſuppos'd, ſo it lay ſo, that 
the Lav could not reach it; and tho” the 
King was troubled at the Manner of Execy- 
tion, yet it does not appear, that either by 
Law of War, or the Laws of the Land, any 
could be touch'd, but the immediate Aldor 
who fled from Juſtice. 

Beſides, bis Majeſty remitted it frankly to 
the Parliament to examine into it, and to 
puniſh the Offenders, it the Law would 
reach them, as appears by the Parliament's 
Letter of Thanks on that Occaſion; and if 
it did not reach them, the Blame of not po- 
niſhing could not lie on the — * a
